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PREFACE. 


The period for exchanging Rulers is, generally, 
an exciting one, and considerable anxiety is not 
unfrequently experienced, upon occasions of the 
kind, by such as are interested in the country’s 
welfare. 

At the present moment the transfer of autho- 
rity from known and tried, to new and untried 
hands, assumes a more than ordinary interest, 
and is looked to by many with feelings of appre- 
hension, if npt of alarm. 

There is, perhaps, no period in the history of 
our island, in which such a general and wide- 
spread regret has, been experienced at the depar- 
ture of a Governor, as that which has marked 
the anticipate^! relinquishment of authority by 
Sir Charles Metcalfe. 

Previous Rulers have succeeded in winning 
the affections of portions of the community, and 
in deserving the gratitude and esteem of particu- 
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kr classes of the inhabitants it was reserved 
however for the distinguished individuJl'%ho 
shortly t^kes his leave, perhaps for ever, of a 
country, over the affairs of which he has presided 
with so iduch honor to himself, and benefit to the 
people, to win golden opinions from men of 
every class — of every colbiir— and Of every 
creed and shade of politics. 

To the liniversal feeling of esteem entertained 
fgil^ir Charles Metcalfe, and of deep regret ex- 
j^Snced at his retirement from the government 
of the colony, is to be attributed the publication 
of the present volume. 

If the Resolutions passed at Public Meetings, 
and the Addresses which have been poured in 
upon his Excellency, convey any adequate idea 
of the feelings of the community, the desire so ‘ 
generally expressed to preserve those Resolu- ' 
tions and Addresses as testimonials of a country’s 
love- — of a country’s gratitude — <must be re-*^ 
garded at once as evidence of tlie sincerity of 
those feelings, and of the anxiety which is felt to 
continue the remembrance of them to the latest 
posterityr' 

Participating in this anxiety, the Publishers 
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have carefully collected and collated the J|||piolu- 
tions and Addresses, and the Answers fflrereto, 
and now present the result of their labours (has- 
tily performed, it is true,) as a memorial which 
they trust will not be found unsuited to*preserve 
the recollection of Jamaica’s best friend in the 
meniory of an affectionate people, w to serve as 
a beacon to guide and direct future Governors 
in that course which cannot fail to entitle them 
to the like spontaneous and universal acknow- 
ledgments. 

With these views and hopes is presented to 
the People of Jamaica their testimonials to the 
beneficial government of Sir Charles Metcalfe, 
and his acknowledgments of them ; and it is only 
to be regretted that the short period allowed for 
getting up this compilation has prevented its 
being made more worthy of the interesting occa- 
sion- — of the feelings of the inhabitants of this 
colony — and of the great and |pod man, of 
whose mild and paternal rule, and charitable and 
benevolent disposition, it is intended to be an 
humble memento.

House, ia the Market-Place, on Saturday, the 26th March, 
the honorable Alexandre Bravo, Senior Magistrate, was called

The Chairman infopied the meeting, that he had called them 
together incompliance with a requisition, numerously and re- 
spectably signed by the Freeholders, Magistrates, Planters, 
Mechanics, and Labourers of this parish, requiring him to afford 
the inhabitants an opportunity of expressing tbeir heartfelt g4*a- 
titnde towards the great Statesman and Philanthropist who was 
about to quit the .shores of Jamaica — a country in which the 
name of Sir Charles Metcalfe would be banded down to poste- 
rity, as proverbial for generosity and honesty ;^wha had adminis- 
tered his government in a manner unprecedented in the annals 
of colonial history ; and who possessed the perfect confidence 
and affectionate admiration of all classes of her Majesty's sub- 
jects in this island.

Resolved, ilk — That ^hile the inhabitants of iSt Dorothy 
lament the loss of a wise and consummate Statesman us their 
tiovernor, they are not less grieved at the departure of Sir 
Charles Metcalfe, as the sincere friend to the^colony — the 
unflinching advocate and defender of her rights and privileges 
“the helper of the poor — the guardian of the widow — the fa- 
ther to the orphan. 

Resolved, 5lh. — That the inhabitants of St, Dorothy do re- 
spond quickly to the call of their enlightened feliow-colouists 
in Kingston, and are ready to join them in an humblp address 
and memorial to her Majesty, begging (hat she would be gra- 
Ijously pleased to confer on Sir Charles Metcalfe some mark 
of her royal favour, on his quitting a government in which his 
talents have been exercised as eiricientfy in her service, as 
they have been beneficial to her subjects in this colony. 

Resolved, (ith. — That tlie inhabitants ofSt. Dorothy respond 
likewise with alacrity to the call of their fellow-parishioners 
in St. Catherine, and are ready to contribute, by every means 
in their power, to the erection of a Statue in the public square

BiRONET, Governor of the Island of Jamaica,

May it phase yonr Excellency ^ 

We, tbe bbabita^ts of »St. 0orotby, approach your Excel- 
lency with the expression of our deep regret at your Excel- 
lency’s departure from our country^ and on our Excellency’s 
relinquishing thp government of Jamaica, an event whick 
must be regarded as a great public calamity by all wh* 
have expirienced the effects of the wisdom, justice, and mo- 
detution with which your Excellency has directed her affairs, 
from the first moment of your arrival amongst us. Jamaica 
owes to your Excellency an iuimeasiirabfe debt of gratitude, 
which she can never repay ; but while memory lasts, the name 
of Sir Charles Metcalfe will be dear to us, and to our chil- 
dren, who will be taught to venerate it, as synonymous with 
charity, virtue, and religion. 

\ our Excellency arrived in Jamaica at a Ifhie when discord, 
distrust, and dissatisfaction were rife amongst us. During 
your residence in the island it has pleased the Almighty Go^ 
to af&ict Us with an unprecedented drought, but the cohfl^ 
dence inspired by your Excellency’s presence— the implicit 
rdiahce placed in your Excellency’s justice, wisdom, and 
moderation, helped us to bear up against our misfortunes, and 
to hope for aid from the merciful hand that had thus afflicted 
us, and even under such circumstances we bear ready testi- 
mony to the fact, that your Excellency has done more to soften 
down asperity, to reconcile political difference*, and to pramofn 
tbe cause of emancipation thrtug^out tbe world, than could 
have been anticipated by the most sanguine.

of J amaicahad to regret in tbe departure of your Excellency , they 
j might be reconciled ; but, with your Excellency, departs tbe 
I best, tbe most sincere firiend Jamaica ever possessed.

To the Inhabitants of St. Dorothy. 

The glowing language of affection iq which you have ad- 
dressed me, gentKfcmen, on the occasion of my approaching 
departure, excites my warmest thankfulness, but deprives me 
of the power of making any adequate reply. It is in the na- 
ture of kindness to exalt its object, but my own sense of insuf- 
ficiency makes me conscious that I owe your praises to the 
generous spirit which overrates the conduct that it approves, 
loqr approbation aod esteem are not the less dear to me, and 
1 shall cherish live recollection of them with a grateful heart, 
during the remainder of my existence. 

The period of my administration in Ibis island has been af- 
fiicfed, not onjy by unexampled drought, which has paralized 
the labours of the husbandman, and burned up the sources of 
agricuiturai^wealtb, but also by commercial distress to a vast 
extent, and by excessive sickness and mortality. All these 
evils have been borne with patience and resignation, honor- 
able to the character of the inhabitants of Jamaica. I trust 
that these afilictions hav^passed away, that an abundant crop 
will restore wealth to the landholder, that commerce will re- 
vive and fiourisu, and that general health will again cheer alt 
hearts.

I thank you, gentlemen, sincerely and warmly for your af- 
feotionato address. The feeling with which I receive such 
demonstrations of esteem and approbation, is one of deep 
gratitude for the generous spirit that overrates and extols my 
humble endeavours to promote the public welfare. That I 
have done* all which seemed to be in niy limited power with that 
view, I cannot attempt to deny ; but if I had acted otherwise, 
I should have been guilty of great dereliction of duty towards 
our gracious Sovereign, as well as towards the inhabitants of 
Ibis island. If success has, in some respects, attended ‘those 
endeavours, it must be attributed, in a great measure, to the 
peculiar circumstances existing at the time of my arrival, and 
still more to the general good feeling and predisposition of the 
colony, so that mine has been an easy as well as pleasing task ; 
and 1 have been richly rewarded for my share in the work^of 
improvement, by witnessing its continual progress, and by the 
universal kindness and affection which it has produced. 

There remains a source of great anxiety in the uncertainty 
which appears to be generally felt as to the future prosperity of 
the landed interest. I trust that brighter daysVill come. If 
I could have seen the means of promoting so desirable a re- 
sult by any exertions on my part, 1 should not. have thought of 
quitting Jamaica until it had been accomplished. I hope that 
iny retirement may be cheered by the glad tidings that wealth 
and capital have agaiy diffused their inspiriting influence 
• throughout the country.

PARISH OF VERB. 

The inhsfbitants of Vere having assembled at the Court- 
^ llousa, on Saturday, tlie 2d April, 1842, his honor the Gus- 
tos wais oalled to the ohair, which being taken, his Honor 
brieUy addressed the asseiiijbJy* die, stated that it wais need-^ 
less for him to tell them that the Ooveroor was going 
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it ms n drccrmstance too well koown, bat not more 
than deeply deplored. It was, indeed, a great CiisfoKone ; 
for under his pfrent^I government, every one hoped for 
brighter prospects and’ happier days than Jamaica had for 
some years past enjoyed. It was his duty to inform the meet- 
ing, that he had called the inhabitants of the parish together, 
in compliance with a requisition, very numerously signed, that 
had been sent to him, requesting him to do so, \o afford* the 
inhabitants of the parish an opportunity of expressing their 
gratitude to the Governor, for the great benefits that he had 
conferred on Jamaica; of assuring him of their unbounded 
confidence in his administration, and of their perfect admira- 
tion of the justice, wisdom, and moderation, which Jbad sig- 
nalized every act of his government, during the period that 
the island had been blessed with his fostering care and paren- 
tal protection. His Honor stated that the usual course was 
to propose resolutions, (which he made nd doubt were already 
proposed by some of the gentlemen present) which should ex- 
press the sentiments and feelingsof the inhabitants, and which 
resolutions, when agreed to, would form thd basis of the ad- 
dress to be presented to his Excellency. Whereupon the fol- 
lowing resolutions were proposed, duly seconded, and passed : 

Resolved, \st. That the inhabitants of Vere cordially con- 
cur in the universf^l feeling of deep regret which pervades all 
classes of her Majesty’s subjects in this island, at the approach- 
ing departure of our beloved and noble Governor, Sir Charles 
Theopinlus Metcalfe. 

Unsolved, 2<i.*That the inhabitants of Vere contemplated 
with admiration and heartfelt gratitude the happy results of 
his mild and beneficial administration of the government of 
Jamaica. 

Resolved, 3d* That when the inhabitants of Vere contrast 
the present happy, quiet, and peaceable condition of the com- 
munity of Jamaica, with its unfortunate position at the time 
his Excellency Sfr Charles Metcalfe assumed the government, 
they feel sensibly the extentfof the loss the island will sus- 
tain, when the fostering care of their parental governor shall 
have been withdrawn. 

Resolved, Ath. That the happy change, from strife and dis- 
cord to peace and confidence, which ha* been l)rought about 
in tin’s colony, has been the result of the wisdoip, justice, and 
moderation with which Sir Charles Metcalfe has^ adminis- 
tered his government, and of the exercise qf that honest po- 
licy and seund discretion which characterized his Excellency’s 
public life in the East, whem,«n9 in the West, his Excellency 
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lias earned an imperishable and lasting fame, immutably fixed 
in the hearts of a grateful people. 

Resolvedi 5tk That the inhabitants of Vere regret that this 
parish has n^t been honored with a visit from bis Excellency 
the Governor ; yet they fully estimate the favour, as they have 
participated in the benefits, conferred on the other parishes, 
from his Excellency’s personal inspection and acquaintance 
with^the real*stale of affairs, enabling his Excellency to im- 
part to the mother country such information as must be strictly 
relied on. 

Resolved^ Gfh. That the inhabitants of Vere cordially con- 
cur with their fellow-colonists in St. Catherine, and will, to 
their utmost, assist them in erecting a statue or other memo- 
rial, to perpetuate the name of Sir Charles Metcalfe in Ja- 
maica. 

Resolved, 7ih. That a committee, consisting of Crawford 
M‘Clymont, Edwards Simpson, Canute Wilson, and William 
Jarman, Esqrs. be appointed to prepare an address to his Ex- 
cellency the Governor, embodying the foregoing resolutions, 
which committee having been appointed, and having retired, 
returned shortly, when Mr. M'Clymoiit presented the address 
that had been prepared by the committee, which being read 
and approved of, it was resolved, that the said address be 
adopted, and be presented to his Excellency the Governor in 
the most acceptalde manner, by a deputation, consisting of his 
Honor the Custos, the Rector, and Curate of the parish, the 
members of the parish, Crawford M^Clymont, and Edward 
Simpson, Esqrs. * ^

1 thertfore 
tried the passage by sea, hat tliat experiment failed by an 
accident, which prevented my reaching yo«r port. I was 
aware of your hospitable arrangements for my reception, and 
regretted much that I could not have the pleasure of meeting 
yoil. I tb«i, however, supposed that it was a pleasure only 
postponed. It has so happened that I have never since been 
able to renew my intention, and St. Mary's will be one of the 
few parts of the island that I shall not have seen. It is a 
land of warm hearts, and you shew that in your parish they 
beat as kindly as elsewhere. God bless yon, gentlemen. May 
revived ‘prosperity shine upon you, and harmony and every 
other happiness attend you. I shall never cease to think of 
you with an anxious interest, and a grateful recollection of 
}our friendship. «

JBy a 
wise and liberal policy, your Excellency applied the remedy 
to those evite— upheld the local authorities— dispensed even- 
handed justice— and soon restored that harmony which had so 
long been interrupted ! Of your Excellency’s benevolence and 
liberality, your munificent donations for religious, charitable, 
and other purposes, have afforded ample proofs ! — commensu- 
rate therefore with our unmingled feelings of regret at your 
Excel Icficy’s approaching departure, is our grateful sense ; 
and lasting will be the remembrance of your eminent services, 
which we confidently expect will be rewarded by a distin- 
guished mark of th(i. ap[)robation of our gracious Sovereign ;

nis excellency’s reply. 

To the Magistrates, Vestrymen, and other Inhabitants of the 
Parish of St, Ami, 

The regret, gentlemen, which you express at my approach- 
ing retirement from the government, and the assurances of 
esteem and affection which accompany it, are exceedingly 
gratifying to me, and confer a high honor, the recollection of 
which I shall ever cherish with pride and thankfulness. 

I came to this island, led by the hope of being instrumental 
in the reconciliation of one of her most valuable colonies with 
the mother-country. That object w'as accomplished soon af- 
ter my arrival T)y the wisdom of the legislature and the good 
feeling of the community. 

There nevertheless remained other'" causes of anxiety.-— 
There were internal diss^tions^and party feelings, which en- 
gendered strife, and obstructed harmony. The relations also 
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between the landholders and the labouring class were lu an 
unsatisfactory state. Those ditBculties have been removed, 
and it is not too much to say, as all seem to believe, ihat in 
those respects affairs are much ameliorated. • 

The part that I have performed in this improvement has 
been to endeavour to do equal justice to all parties, and to 
discourage whatever had a tendency to impede the restoration 
of fellow feeling and brotherly love ; but the change is mtiin- 
ly owing to the wisdom of the legislature, and the good sense 
of the island. 

While, therefore, the praise bestowed on me in this hour 
of parting, when all connection between us, eicept that of 
our hearts, is about to be severed, cannot be otherw.ise thau 
most pleasing, it produces the additional feeling of gratitude 
for that warm and generous kindness which has taken the will 
for the deed, and appreciates my humble services at a price 
far beyond their intrinsic merits. * 

I shall often be reminded, gentlemen, of your parish of St. 
Ann in moving about England ; for it is the only part of 
this island that has put me much in mind of the scenery of 
the mother-country. That the most beautiful parj; of an is- 
land, which does not yield in beauty to any perhaps in the 
whole world, should resemble English scenery, is a high ho- 
nor, I conceive, t*) the latter; and, on the other hand, there 
are few things in which a resemblance to England would be 
a cause of regret. But %re are two. You may congratu- 
late yourselves on having your delightful climate free from 
the too frequent chilliness and perpetual uncertainty of that of 
England, You may also be proud of the great comfort en- 
joyed by your labouring population, instead of the distress 
which falls so heavily on the same class in the mother-coun- 
try. 

God grant that these advantages may always conduce to 
your health and happiness. 

I have further to congratulate you on the successful intro- 
duction, into your parish, of the culture of silk, from which 
thero is reasob tc^hope an article will be produced that may 
rival or surpass the silk of Italy, and be a new source of 
w'ealth to this country.

May it please your Excellency^ 

We, the Inhabitants of the Parish of Manchester, in this, 
our parting Address, cannot approach y6ur Excellency wilh 
the cold, calculating language of mere compliment and eti- 
quette, which such occasions too often call forth. No, Sir, 
excuse us if we venture to declare that, in bidding you fare- 
well, the warm blood ofalTection rallies round our hearts; and 
we feel as if we were individually parting with a tried and un- 
flinching friend, the loss of whom we deem irreparable. 

The impressionjeft by your Excellency’s mild and benefi- 
cient sway on the minds of all classes of the inhabitants of Ja- 
maica, is indelible. So maqy monuments of your goodness and 
liberality exist, that nothing can obliterate it. The father 
will instil it in flie breast of his son, the son will communicate 
it to his posterity, and it will remain fresh and iuelidceable 
while Jamaica has a name. 

During your Excellency’s independent and statesmanlike 
rule, civil and religious liberty have unfurled their banners, 
waving peacefully and protect ingly over every class of her 
Majesty’s subjects, from one shore of Jamaica to the other. 

We feel, Sir,*tljat there is one point of view in which Ja- 
maica must ever regret y oil r departure from her shores.—

cessarily invoke. To mean well, and to act well, bthe duty 
of every Governor, but few can invoke the experience of iorty 
years of virtuoiis, brilRant, and successful diplomacy, in tli^ 
hour of difficulty ; and few kideed c^n bring to the task the 
energy, the good will, and the graciousness, which have, from 
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flrit to last, characterized and adorned your Excellency’s, 
rule. 

We consider that the statesman who, at the close of a long 
and useful life, can take a retrospect through the vista of 
years, and feel, while reflecting on the scenes and actions 
which memory calls up, that be has ameliorated the condition 
of mankind, and rendered millions happy, must enjoy a tran- 
quilRty of mind which falls to the lot of few of the human 
race.

HIS EXCELLENCY’S REPLY. 

To the Inhabitants of the Parish of Manchester. 

I beg you, gentlemen, to accept my warmest thanks for 
your affectionate address. Highly I appreciate the honor of 
such a token of public esteem and approbation, I value still 
more the feeling by which it is dictated. I shall bear it in 
my memory with gratitude and pride to the end of my life, or 
at least as long as memory and sense remain. It is a warrant- 
able pride, I trust, which rejoices in the affection of kind 
hearts, acquired by an honest discharge of public duty. 

I shall ever think with interest and anxiety on the state and 
prospects of Jamaica. A change has been produced in the f 
condition, of the great mass of the population, at which every 
one must be glad. From serviFe bondage, from being the 
chattels of their fellow-creatures, they have cpiu^lnto the pos- 
session of perfect liberty, all the rights of free men, and inde- 
pendence and comfort to a greater extent than is enjoyed by 
the same classes elsewhere generally, and especially in our 
own mother-country. The same change has unavoidaoly been 
attunded Vith a loss to. the proprietors of land, in somein- 
stiuces serious, apd even ruinous. Whether ^is kind of pro- 
lierty generally will recover from the slfock, mi be cultivated 
with profit, is now the paoblem^tJiat remains to be solved. It 
is apprd^iided that the supply of labour from the existing in- 
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habitants of the island will continue to diminish, owing to their 
Being able to settle themselves without having recourse to it 
for subsistence. Whether this effect, which is certainly fel^l to 
be in progress, will be permanent, or only temporary, still 
seems to be undeteiilined. A larger supply of labourers from 
Africa to fill up the vacancies thus caused, and generally to in- 
crease the supply of labour in the market, is the great deside- 
ratum at the present time. It does not come so*readily as is 
needful, and if it do eventually come, may be too late for 
many. From no other quarter can it be obtained with so much 
utility as to immediate wants. This subject will always conti- 
nue to occupjipy anxious thoughts, although I am not aware 
that it will evCT be in my power to promote the attainment of 
the desired object. ^ 

That this cloud of doubt which overhangs the destinies of 
Jamaica may be dispersed, that the sun of prosperity may 
sbine upon you with genial rays, and tbiH harmony and hap- 
piness and every other blessing may flourish among you, are 
some of the most zealous wishes of a heart that will never for- 
get your kindness.

To the Inhabitants of Kingston, 

It is not possible, gentlemen, to reply in adequate lan- 
guage to )our aflectionate address. The generous kindness 
which it evinces, excites feelings that are beyond expression, 
I beg you to be assured, that I shall ever retain a grateful 
sense of the honor conferred on me by the sentiments which 
you entertain — an honor not, in my opinion, to be surpeissed by 
any that can full to the lot of man. 

"“The desire to render a public service, by removing the ap- 
pearance of difference that had u^bhappily arisen between the 
luolher-country and Jamaica, was the motive which brought 
me to this island. That important object has been accom- 
plished by the loyalty of the colony responding to the wishes 
of her Majesty’s government. If I have been in the most 
humble degree* instrumental in promoting this result, the re- 
flection that such has been my good fortune, will cheer the 
remainiug’ days of jiny life, and smooth my path to the grave. 

Having witnessed the accomplishment of tnat great object, 
and of others not less important/ which the natural course of 
events has effected, the wish to return to England— the #>un- 
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try to wliicli I have always looked as the appobted place of 
my rest in this world, indnced me to solicit permission from 
our Sovereign Lady the Queen to retire from the charge of 
this government. My resignation has been graciously .accepted, 
and it will be gratifying to your friendly hearts to learn that 
her Majesty has condescended to express her high approba- 
tion of my administration of the trust confideii to me| for 
which great honor I consider myself as mainly indebted, next 
to her Majesty’s goodness, to the wise proceedings of the le- 
gislature, and to the excellent conduct of all classes of the 
people of this island. 

As the time for my departure approaches, I feel deeply 
that regret at our separation which we must ever experience 
in parting from those to whom we have become attached.-— 
I have received such incessant kindness in Jamaica, from the 
lirst moment of my arrival, that I can yever be sufliciently 
thankful, and I shall cherish the remembrance of it with the 
warmest feelings to the latest hour of my existence. 

Accept, gentlemen, my fervent wi^ilies for your happiness 
and for the return of that prosperity which is still wanting to 
restore to your city its former wealth and splendour. 

I cannot anticipate that it will at any time be in my power 
to render any service to Jamaica, but my thoughts will not 
cease to be occupied by anxiety for her welfare. You may, 
I trust, entertain confident hope for the future, as, although 
it is not yet known who is to be my successor, you may be 
sure that her Majesty’s Ministers will send a governor, who 
will devote himself to the interests of this island.

When we look back to the peculiar situation of this island 
at the time your Excellency assumed the governmet^t — to the 
difficulties with which we were then beset — to the fact that 
our constitution was nearly annihilated — our character wan'- 
tonfy assailed — and then reflect, that to your Excellency’s up- 
right and impartial acts towards those eiftrusted to your sway, 
the people of Jamaica are indebted for those better feelings 
which the British government now enterUiins for the colo • 
nists; and that the calumnious charges made against them to 
their fellow-subjects in England have been successfully re- 
pudiated by your Excellency’s fair, manly, and unprejudiced 
representations of them, we cannot but feel the deepest regret 
at the loss the isltWid is about to sustain in the surrender of the 
government by your Excellency. These feelings are increased. 
Sir, by a knowledge of the lively interest which you* have, at 
all times, taken in the welfare of Jamaica, by your unbounded 
charities, and by the kind and friendly solicitude evinced by 
yon towards all classes of its inhabitants. 

We beg your Excellency to accept our grateful thanks, and 
to be assured that the inhabitants of this parish will ever en- 
tertain towards you sentiments of the Iiighest regard. May 
a long and happy life attend your Excellency.

To the Magistrates, Freeholders, and other Inhabitants of the 
Parish of Port- Roy aL 

Accept, gentlemen, my cordial thanks for the kindness 
which has led you to honor me with this address. 

You have adverted to the state of afl'airs existing before my 
arrival in the island. There bad been 9, great change, a 
righteous change required by humanity, but attended with a 
revolution more universal pei<baps Uian any that the world bad 
ever before seen -^a revolution felt in every family and hocm 
. E 2 
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m the country. Daring the progress of this change^ parliif 
arose, and mutaai warmth prevailed. On the one hand 
oient altowanoe was not made for the natorai heart burnings 
of those who had not only been deprived of tbeir property for 
an inadequate ooinpensation, but were threatened with the 
loss of their means of subsistence; and from a state of absolute 
power were reduced to one, in some respects, of deplorable 
helpljpssness* i On tbe other band, indignation was felt at an** 
ju«st vituperation, and strong feelings having been excited, 
correspondent resolutions and prdleedings were adopted by 
tbe representative branch of tbe legislature, which roused into 
action the offended supremacy of the Imperial Parliament. 
Such was the state of things when I received charge of the 
government. It was neither my inclination nor my duty to 
prolong a contest which injurious both to the Colony and 
to the Mother Country. — 1 came to restore peace. My- in- 
structions enjoined ^i^is pleasing task, for reconciliation was 
the sincere desire of her Majesty’s government For no other 
object would I bav6 come. Any mission with opposite views 
I would not have accepted. The performance of this duty 
has been to me most easy. It has been performed for me by 
the wisdom of the legislature and the good sense and good 
feeling of the whole island. I was met from the beginning 
with the utmost cordiality; I have had throughout general 
support and co-operation ; 1 have every where experienced 
unbounded kindness. 

To you, gentlemen, as well as to all }our countrymen, my 
grateful thanks are due. I shall treasure in my memory the 
recollection of this day, in which I have received this honora- 
ble mark of your esteem and fiiciuily feeling.

Whether I have, in any degree, merited

gard, as the Imppiest event of my life, that jy^me to Jamaica. 
<)fie^ minute before I accepted the totally IBfepected offer of 
the governmont of this island and its (^epenoencies, if the idea i 
of my going to the West Indies had suggested itself , to any of 
my friends, I should have laughed at it as something so utter- 
ly improbable, as to be next to an impossibility. Th© offei* 
reached me, when 1 jvas living in retirement, with no ofhet*' 
plan before me bat that of making my retirement more com- 
plete^ I had 130 desire foi#ofiiqi|l employment of any kind . } 

I had no pretensions to any claim on the Ministry. I had no 
connection with any party in the slate. I had no local influ#* 
ence that could place rue in Parliament, the only sphere of 
public dutj for which I had any iuclination. No individual 
could have been found more totally unconnected with public 
men and public life than I was at that time— none more stu- 
diously retired from general society and intercour^ with thp’ 
gay or busy world, 1 hud returned from India scarcely a year 
before, after thirty-eight years’ uninterrupied, absence from 
home in Aho service of my country, with the intention and 
hope of passing the remainder of my days in jEngland. Ex- 
cepting as to my own family and friends, and near neighbours* 
in the country, I was, in fact, a recluse. It is due to her 
Majesty’s Ministers of that time, and especially to the Secre- 
tary of State for the Colonies^ne of your former Governors, 
the Marquis of Normauby, who made the offer to me, and 
whom I had never seen, to remarl^, that wbetbertheir i^ec- 
tioU was good or bad, th^ sole^moti\e must bave be4jl||be 
advancement of the pnhli^erviee. • 

When I received this offer, a niomeut’s consideratioa satis- 
fied me that my duty to my country required that I sbouliP 
fUcceplJt. been in a perfectly i^tj^sfactory aii|i 

J<ap|)y stab, Ishoufd W© declined tiie hoimi-, living, as* I 
li^ve said, no wish fpr official employment ; l^ut under the W- 
cumstances which 4hen existed, there was something of inn 
portance to be done, and I ctmsidered myself, by the offer' 
made, as called o« to do it. 1 diil not therefore hesitate. I 
Undertook the trust, encouraged by the hop© of success, 
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man natnre being the same in all parts of tbe world. I 
thought that yon wefe wrong, biit 1 aijio thought it probable 
that yon might W induced to put yourselves rig^ti, tndl that 
the mother ooonti^ and the colony might be rpconciled. If 
conceii^ed that coining among you as a stranger, who had 
never bean engaged in any strife regarding the colonies, I 
should j|prive,Some facilities from that circumstance. After 
niy arr|vaf, I was at first rather appalled by Ihe violCt^ce of 
party spirit which'seemed to prevail. Bat the first proceed- 
ings of the House of Assembly assured me that all won Id in 
timfe be Well, My task since has been an easy one* The 
good sense of thi^olony has done all. The plain and obvious 
course that I have pursued has been animated by general sup- 
port and co-operation. Had the advantages whicb*have been 
gained been accomplfshed by any injustice or injury to the 
population recently emancipated from a state of slavery, my 
leelings, in retiring from the government^and your own too, I 
am sure, would have been widely difterem iWtn what they are 
now, and the reverse of gratifying.^ But, whatever may be 
the state of the island with regard to the prosperity of the 
higher classes — whatever may be the depression of the present 
time, and the fears for the future, considering the interests of 
proprietors of land, and merchants, and traders, and the gene- 
ral body of the jjoedical faculty, all of which classes are now 
sufiering, nef one can deny that the lower ordens. especially 
the great mass df the emancipated labourers, enjoy a greater 
degree of prosperity, independence, and comfort, in every re^ 
spect, than ftflls to the lot of the labouring class in any other 
country that we know of. So that I shall depart, assured 
that their interest's are effectually provided for. The chief ap- 
prehension and anxiety remaining, are produced by the uncer- 
tainty which seems to attend the continuation of the prontable 
cultivation of your staple products, on which the interests of 
commerce, as well as agriculture, greatly depend. God grant • 
that all feps 6n that ground may be speedily removed, and 
that jour favoured parish, «which can justly boast of containing 
the ^garden of Jamaica, may always continue to be one of the 
mo,st prosperous in the island.

I had an* additional motive to consent, from the fact, 
that those, who pressed the accomplishment of the measure 
were satisfied of the benefit which would result, and were wil- 
ling to take OB themselves tlie expense of carrying the act into 
eflfect. There are few advantages in this uncertain world 
without^ome drawback, and it cannot bo denied, that in this in- 
stance loss is inflicted on the remaining portions of the parishes 
of St. Mary and St. George, by throwing on them the ex- 
pense of tlmir respective parishes with diminished resources. 
This has appeared to we to be an indispiitiihlo objection to * 
the new arrangfement, but not one .snfliciont to overcome the 
claims of those desiring separation for their own benefit. 

It is an objection which, if deemed insuperable, would, in

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PARISH OF SAINT JAMES. 

A public Hiecftiwg was held in the Ball Room, adjoitting 
the Conft-ttoaso, in the town of Monlegpo-Bay, ^ti Moodily, 
the 21st March. 1842, for the purpose, agreeably to a reqoii- 
sitioti, signed by upwards of seventy of the most respeclaW© 
inhabitants of this parish. At 11 e. m. the chair was taken 
by the Hon. G. M. Lawson, sen. who prooeecbd to address 
the meeting to the following effect :~ 

Gentlesikn — W e have met here agreeably to the most rc'tfiectahle 
and numerously signed requisition which 1 have ever seen, to bo 
afforded an opportunity of expressing our deej) regret at the near de* 
parture of our worthy a!id highly esteemed (hnernor. Sir Charles 
Theophilus Metcalfe, tVom the island, and to make known to hitn otir 
high Sense of llie inestimable benefits we have derived t'rora his go- 
vernment, (Hear, hear.) Gentlemen, 1 have se<‘n fourteen governors 
in succession presiding over the dei|bies of Jamaica, and were I to 
draw a comparison between those arm his Exbellent y, I shouhl shew 
an invidioiisness to them which it would be us unnecessary us it is 
uncalled for to introduce here. The benefits whieli we have received 
from hivS government spak for fhemseKes, and I believe wc arc all 
well acquainted with them. After ruling over a portion of the East lor 
a considerable time, with incalcuhible credit to himsell'aiul great be- 
nefit to that part ot the empire, he was selected to come here at a jx*- 
riod of trial and extreme difliculty. 

When the cruel hand of misfortune liad compellcfl us to drink of 
the cup of misery to the very dregs, and wlien .settrcely a ray of the 
hojMj of amendment could be seen on our liotiy^oii, the guardian 
Angel of Jamaica (hear, hear,) hcemerl as it were to beckon 8ir 
Charles Metcalfe to our shores, whose cool p|^ience and inliinate 
knowledge of governing, enabled him to <liaw iflrfrom that hi ink to 
which wc were fast approaching, ami to throw arouml us a shield <if 
safety. We hail him us the protector of Jamaica. What the benefits 
have been, which we have derived from his government, are loo 
well known to all of you to require any enumeration tVom me. I 
shall therefore merely beg you to allow me to present un address, 
which has been hftndeii to me on the subject ot his departure, and if 
you approve of it, I should neM projiose to have it presented by our 
senior RepresenUitive, as the most projier mode of making the address 
acceptable to his Excellency, and cre<litable to ourMlves. 

Mr. Manclersoii no3tt rose, and said that he tboiigbt, m a 
preliminary, certain resolutions ought to be adopted — ^it was 
usual, he believed, to appoint a committee for the purotise of 
drawing up the Address. Ho would tberefare*8tibinit the foL 
lasting to the approval of the meotiiig — 

Rmolved — Tlmt tWs meeting contempfktes with extreme 
regret, the intended departijrp of our excellent Governor, Sir 
G. T- Metcalfe, from tliis Colony, Sod coitiider such departure 
a calamity to the country.

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Resolved — Tliat llie disordered coodiiton of the eoantry at 
the time of Sir diaries MelcaliVs assuming^ the government 
oi it, was ««ch as must inevitably have led to results de- 
structive t5 its best interests ; vvbicli, through JJivine interpo* 
jiitioa, and the judicious, temperate, and hrai conduct of our 
lluler, have been arrested. 

Resolved a committee be appointed to prepare an 

address to liis Excellency, expressive of our coinictioii of the 
foregoing* fuels, <ujr eitlire satisfaction of his government, and 
regret at his intended departure. 

Eeubutn said he believed that several gentlemen pre- 
sent had prepared addressee, and that it would be proper for 
tile committee to luake a selection of the Ijest. 

A. cominiltee was them appointed, consisting of John Maa- 
der'ion, George^ (joi dun, Dr. Lawson, jun. Lawrence Hislop, 
I'humas Rcaburn, ^nd Alikaiuler Ifoliuos, Ehtp's. who soon 
returned with the address, which was unanimously ad()[)tod by 
the meeting.

Jf tros Resolved— ''Vhixi the addiess just read be agreed to, 
ami that the senior Magistate be reejuired to sign it on behalf 
of the inhahitants, and to forward it in a manner most agree- 
able to his Exc(‘lleiu Y. 

I’bo llonorablo G. M. Lawson having Ibft the chair, Law- 
rence lli.>.Iop, i'h(|. one of the He|)resentulive!> in Assembly 
for St. James, was called to sup[>iy his place, and a vote of 
lliauLs, (‘xpressive of tl»e proper and dignilied manner in 
which the homjg|i)Io (Irainnan had presided at the meeting, 
was unanimously accorded to that gentleman.

It was my pieusing duty to (*x(‘cult^ the will 
0 ^’ out ^rai'ioob Sovereign, and the insL uetions of lier IMajes- 
t; ^!luI^ters, by healing tit© wounds caused by a previuun 
struggle, it vvas done for me by the lovalty and good fueling 
of the whole island. If ever I be permitted to approach ihtj 
Hoval presence, and render an account of my slewaidshi[»» I 
shall be able to assure our Hovereign Lad>, that she has not, 
in all her immense dominions, luoro lo 3 ai subjects than iti her 
beaiitifu) island of Jamaica ; and 1 trust that my iiiimndiato 
successor, and idl future Governors, will have it in their pow- 
er to aflbrd the same assurance. 1 have found that good will 
is responded to by cordiality, that honest intentions receive 
zealous suppork, and that aid and co-operation are ri‘adily 
forlbconiing for useful purposes. The colony has ungrudgingly 
devoted large suras for the better administration of justice, and 
tb© aineiioratiiin of prisons^ and its liberality for beneficial ob- 
jects bas hardly been limited by its means, , 

Laws have been passed suited to the altered condition of 
Ih© social relations of tb© island, and it raa) bo trnly%aid that 
subject to siicb improvements as the statutes of every country 
more or less require, and of <wbic|^ the expediency is ©boiled 
by time, the people of Ibis island, recently in a state of slavery. 
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enjoy the full benefit of equitable laws, and all the rights and 
privileges qf free born , Britons. It is a great satisfaeiion to 
me that I leave that vast portion of the population in a eondi- 
ticin of oohsfort and advantage unknown to the iabonrifig 
classes in other countries; and it is an additional pleasure 
to believe that they are worthy of their good fortune. 

I trust that the report of the Commissioners appointed to 
a8C€l*tain whfil laws of this island it would be expedient t# re- 
peal, amend, and consolidate, will meet with due ^nsidera- 
tion during th% next session of the liegislatiire. 

In a few days I shat! most probably deliver over my charge 
to the hands of my successor. An excellent reputation, al- 
ready established, warrants a confident hope that Jamaica will 
be happy under the administration of the Earl of Elgin, and I 
trust that the joyful intelligence of this result, and of every 
other good, will gladden me in the retirement to which I am 
proceeding, and in ^aIucIi the most anxious wishes for your 
welfare and prosperity, and every blessing to this dear land 
will ever be among niy most cherished thoughts. If strong 
feelings could leave a physical impression, Jamaica would be 
^bund engraven on Ay heart after it had ceased to beat, and 
u$ long as memory lasts 1 shall not forget the encouraging cor- 
diality with which 1 was received, or the generous affection 
which sheds lustre on my departure. God bless you all.

which, after a life so actively and usefuK|: ‘employed in the 
service of our coimlr), must, to a mind disciplined like your 
Excellencv’s, be so desirable. 

Xu conclusiun, we^ieg to assure your Excellency, that while 
the prospect of vonr departure possesses us with feelings pain- 
lull) akin to flio^e of the bereaved, we lind consolation in the 
beliel'. that wherever your K\c<dlcncy may hx the place of 
your retirement, there the blessing oi' the (Ireatesl and the

DENT, AND MEMBERS OF THE ST. GEORGE’S 
AGRICULTURAL AND IMMIGRATION SOCI- 
ETY. 

To lUH Excellency the Iltciir Hon. Sir C. T. Met- 
calfe, BAUi\ Governor of Jamaica, and Patron op 
THE St. George’s Agriccltural and Immigration 
Society. 

May it please your Excellency^ 

We, the President, Vice-President, and Members of the 
St. George’s Agricultural and Immigraliou Society, impressed 
with gratitude Ibr the honor you conferred on us in b^comiug 
our patron, greatly lament your approaching departure, espe- 
cially at a time when our agricultural condition is so deeply 
depressed, that we cun scarcely expect to regain any degree 
of firosperity by our own exertions, unless aided and fostered 
by a protecting government, and an enlightened and liberal 
mind, capable and willing to judge of our helpless Ctiuditton. 

In this new era, we are obliged to import silver for tbe pay- 
ment of labour, before we can produce exportable products. 
Of ibis we should not complain, if our mon^ could command 
profitable labour. Bui alas ! such is not tbe case ; an inade- 
quate and desultory labour iaaH we obtain from our diminished 

K 
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and exhausting finance. In this dilemma we looked forward 
with anxiety to the introduction of active labourers, as the na- 
tural and obvious remedy for that deficiency of labour, which 
reduces oty* fertile fields to waste, prevents the resources of 
this island, so important from its commercial, political, and 
geographical situation, from being manifested, drains our 
pockets, endangers our revenue, and threatens to render abor- 
tive* the obswvation of a former nespected Governor, the Earl 
of Belmore, who said this fine island can never dev elope the 
abundance of its resources while slavery continues.’’ We, in 
these davs of freedom, seek to develope those resources, and 
to maintain our agricultural staples, but without hands our 
efforts will remain paralized. 

Under your Excellency’s patronage and government, we, 
however, cherished a confiding hope that proper iimnigratiou 
would be [)romoted, and our dilliculties diminished. IXow 
greatly then must not deplore your de[)arture ! 

As our patron, friend, ami benelacdor, vve beg your Excel- 
lency to accept our wannest wishes for your (ulure welfare.

1 thank you, g(uitlerneii, cordially, for the kind sentiments 
which you tuitertaiu towards me. 1 shall ever vemember with 
pleasure my connection with your society, the formation of 
which was calculated to render, and is, 1 trust, rendering, 
and will continue to render, great benefit. 

1 sy mpathize in the feelings which you express, arising from 
the want of certain and continuous labour. It is manii'est that 
in many parts of the island this disheartening evil weighs 
Leavily on the agricultural proj)rietor, and tfie more so, be- 
cause the only perceptible remedy may be slow in coming, 

and cannot be thoroughly realized with the requisite speed 

JJuropean immigration has been tried, and as I general or im- 
mediate rebel’, has proved a failure. The mode has not been 
discovered without sacrifices on the part of their employers, 
wliich few can aflbrd to encounter, of reconciling Europeans 
generally ton residence in those parts of the island best suited 
1o the Euronean constitution. They become dissatisfied, and 
flock to the towns In the lowlands, where many die. I hope 
that the day may come when tluey may be located in numerous? 
villages in proper positions in tbe interior, where, I am sure,

they would add much to their own comfort and happiness, and 
to the welfare and prosperity of Jamaica, but it is dilKcult to 
anticipate whence the means will he derived for a plan which 
will necessarily, in the hrst instance, be expensive# 

Endeavors ha\e been made to procure laborers from Sierra 
Leone, the Bahama Islands, and the continent of America, 
with partial tin<! hitherto inadequate success; but I trust that 
the oi>ject v^iW be persevered in, and ultimately ift^complisked. 
There is abundance of space in Jamaica for any number of 
new* labourers that can be ohlaiiu'd within tlie bounds of [iro- 
bability, without the slightest injury to those who at present 
compose the labouring class in this island. A great iucrtaiso 
is obviousiv ueces>ar\ tij Mip[>l\ the places of those u ho with- 
draw, and to j»rocure a sullicitmt numlier, liouiui by their wants 
or their habits, to labour continuouslv f<»r their ernplovers ; 
without which it is impossible that the lattcu* cam culti\ate 
their estates <mtlu‘ present system wilhonWlrcapumt disap[>oint- 
ments, and consc'qucmt heavy losses. It is most tru<\ that 
owing to this gemt rul want, the resources of Jamaica cannot 
at present be (1(‘\ eloped. The same want is ha[)pily not uni- 
vmsal, lor there are some localities in wdiicli ail the labour re- 
(juireci is said to be sulliciently supplical, and such would bo 
every wlu're the natural cdh'ct o( an abundant population. 

As this is md Ivkely to b(‘ produccal by any eontrivance, 
otherwise than gradually, it behov(‘s the poss(\^sors of laud to 
consider whether any nutans can Im' devised that may enahlc! 
(hem to dispense with any portion of tin* labour at present rcN 
(juisite, ami thiis to readcM' the existing supply practic aHv 
more suflicient. The gencTal use of the* [ilough, and tin' in- 
creased cunpioyment ol rnacdiincry, oiler some if'sources in this 
respect. Another mode of proceeding, whic h has Iieen sug- 
gested and elsewhere pul in praeticci with declared success, 
is to alter the cotuiecUim with the labourer, and convert him 
into a tenant, or at least give him an interest in the produce, 
by making him flie producer and a sharer in the profit. The 
manifest effects of such an Arrangement would he to reduce 
the great outlay of money wages, which is now a continual 
burthen on the fandowner, to cause the produce to he reared 
at the costand trouble of the tenant or cultivator, to receive, 
free of expence in advance, a due portion, as belonging to tlie 
owner of the soil, and to entice a greater degree of active and 
sffiealous labor on the part of the cultivator, l*e sharing the 
advantage ot it. Whether in other re.spects, or on the whole, 
this plan would be beileficial to the proprietor, and preferable 
to the present system of laboj: and money wages, it is for him

to consider and determine, as be must be the best judgpe in 
what regards bis own interests. 

The only fear that I see reason to entertain in quilting Ja- 
maica, is with regard to the difficulty of cultivating the land 
with adequate profit, and I shall look anxiously to the result. 
God grant that it may be such as will benefit ail parlies ; for 
the kbourer,^ as well as the proprietor, is interested in the 
successful cultivation of the land, and the prosperity of its 
owners.
